Wasnineton, May 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press:| The morning session of 
the Presbyterian General Assembly 
plunged into the Briggs question imme- 
diately after prayer. 

Dr. Young, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Bills and Oveitures, took the 
floor to present the report in regard to 
the distribution of a number ot bills 
and overtures to the several commit- 
tees. Among them were some bearing 
directly or indirectly upon the Briggs 
case before the Judiciary Committee. 

Rev. Booth of New York entered a 
protest aguinst the obvious attempt to 
influence the Judiciary Committee by 
pouring in upon it these overtures for 
and against the case. 

Prof. Brown, Briggs's co-laborer and 
sympathizer, said: ‘‘We have a right to 
know the sentiment of the church 
upon any subject before it, and only 
propose a way to secure a knowledge 
of that sentiment through the commit- 
tees of the assembly.”’ 

Dr. Herrick Johnson, of the McCor- 
mick Theological Seminary of Chicago, 
one of the foremost of the Briggs lead- 
ers in the body, spoke briefly, and Rev. 
Thomas G. Hall of Chicago said: ‘‘Prec- 
edents and practices in civil courts have 
no weight with us. No court would 
have taken up the prosecution of an in- 
nocent man. Ecclesiastical precedents 
are overwhelmingly in favor of

|} tee was finally adopted by a decisive 


vote. 
| The report of the Committee on Home 
Missions was read and adopted. 

Ex- Moderator Smith, president of the 
United Christian Commission, organized 
for work in connection with United 
States army, submitted a statement to 
the effect that the commission must dis- 
courage the enlistment of the sons of 
Christian families into the army, unless 
some safeguards, now lacking, are 
thrown around them. Gambling in the 
army is not prohibited, either by law or 
by regulation, and is encouraged by the 
example of older officers and soldiers; 
the post canteen affords unrestricted 


| opportunity for and an inducement to 


drink; the architecture of the barracks 
places Christian soldiers at a fearful 
disadvantage, exposing them to the 
vices and indecencies of irreligious 
members of the rank and file; Sunday 
work, which is no* called for by any 
exigency, is still required by the army 
authorities; the gyecommendations of 
religious teachers in the army for the 
benefit of soldiers do not receive the 
approval or consideration of the author- 
ities, in fact they are discouraged. The 
commission recommended that the army 
orders of August 6, last, on this subject 
be revoked, and that chaplains be ap- 
pointed for every regiment. The 
recommendations of the committee 
were approved and the report received. 
THE BRIGGS CASE. 

The special order for the afternoon 
session was the report of the Judiciary 
Committee on the Briggs case. Imme- 
diately after the opening prayer, Dr. 
Baker, the chairman, was recognized. 
and addressed the moderator and the 
assembly as follows: “I earnestly 
hoped but one report would be pre- 
sented by your committee, but in this I 
have been disappointed; but shall we 
not all resolve that whatever decision 
may be finally reached, all, as loyal 
Presbyterians, shall abide faithfully by 
the decision? Let us resolve that we 
will sternly frown upon and utterly dis- 
countenance any suggestion, from whuat- 
ever quarter it may come, of schism or 
divisioa iu our church.”’ 

The majority report finds that the ap- 
pea! and specifications of error alleged 
were filed in due time, and submitted 
resolutions that the appeal be enter- 
tained, three hours to be allotted to the 
hearing, one and a-half hours to each 
party, and that the assembly then vote 
upon the resolution that the appeal be 
entertained by the general assembly, 
and the case proceed to trial in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the book 
of discipline. The report is signed by 
Baker, chairman, Duffield, Hayes, Left- 
wich, Maxweil, Sanders, Peacock, Ran- 
dall, Green, McDougall, Pershing, Ful- 
ton, Cummings, Graydon and Orr. Dr. 
Baker also presented a supplemental 
report, giving the principal reasons 
which influenced the committee in 
reaching its conclusions. 


THE MINORITY REPORT. 


The minority report was read by Rev. 
S. J. Nicolls of St. Louis. He said that 
he knew in making the minority report 
that he and his associates were under 
suspicion already as appearing to op- 
pose the appeal. This was not their at- 
They were not antagonizing 
the claim of powerin the assembly to 
entertain the appeal. The minority re- 
port recommends that the majority re- 
port. be amended by substituting the 
following: ‘We find the appeal in 


order, and recommend thatthe parties. 


be heard in accordance with the book 
of discipline. We ask this for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 
prejudices the appeal by advising the 
assembly to do what the book of disci- 
pline savs shall be determined only 
after the parties have been heard.” 
This report was signed by Myers, Steb- 
coins and Nicolls. 


The majority report fixed for the as-. 
sembly the very form of verdict which 


it was askedto reach. The minority 
thought this was not regular nor ac- 
cording to law. The minority did not 
— it proper to prejudge a case, and

therefore reffained from bringing, i 
their individaal opinions to 
the assembly. 

The recomMen dation that the case 
should not be entertained was then 
adopted, 

When the motion to pass the second 
recommendation. !imiting the debate to 
three hours, Was offered, Cutcheon of 
Detroit moved to strike out the limita- 
tion. 

DR. BRIGGS ATTEMYTS TO SPEAK. 

At this point Dr. Briggs arose to ad- 
dress the assembly. and immediately he 
and the moderator efgaged in an ani- 
mated colloquy on his right to be heard. 
Briggs finally yielded. 

Thenthe moderator said: “I would 
suggest in the interest of brotherly 
kindness-and peace 

justice,”’ exclaimed a voice from 
the gallery, Which was said to be that 
of Prof. Henry Preserved Smith of Cin- 
cinnati. 

‘You wait,’’ retorted the moderator. 
‘Don't you pat words into my mouth. 
I speak for brotherly kindness and 
peace, which are higher than justice, 
for out of them comes justice.”’ 

The moderator then announced that 
in accord with the book of government 
the assembly would be turned into a 
judicial court of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the rulés called forthe reading of 
the judgment, notice of appeals, the 

appeals and specifications of errors al- 
leged. After this was done by the 
clerk, the court adjourned until 2:30 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon, and the 
9:30 a.m.

SULLIVAN LYNCHED. 


The Murderer of Layton Leetch 
Hanged by a Mob. 


Shocking Scenes of Brutality Character. 
ize the Proceedings—The Body 
Dragged Through the Mire by 
the Howling Mob.

Corunna (Mich.,) May 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.| William Sullivan, 
the farm hand, who brutallv murdered 
his employer, Layton Leetch, and mur- 
derously assauiiedshelatter’s wife, near 
Durand, last January, was taken from 
jail by an immense mob this evening 
and lynched. During the day crowds of 
men from Durand, Holly and other sur- 
rounding towns began to assemble, un- 
til, at 8 o'clock this evening. more than 
two thousand infuriated citizens had 
congregated around the jail with the 
intention of taking justice into their 
own hands. They secured the prisoner 
and strong him up, afterward shooting 
his body full of holes. 

Just before he was taken from his 
cell, Sullivan attempted to commit 
suicide by cutting his throat wit) a 
knife. His cell was broken open with 
a sledge, and a noose thrown about his 
neck, and he was dragged through the 
streets. Men straggled and fought and 
cursed forthe privilege of helping totug 
at the rope, which was thrown over a 
limb of a tree. With a sudden jerk 
Sullivan, who was lying motionless and 
apparently unconscious on the ground, 
was fraised to.a_ sitting posture 
and then hoisted into the air. A 
terrible scene followed. His body 
was pushed from hand to _ hand, 
and several drew pocket’ knives 
and lunged at the swinging corpse. 
Then they beganto tearhis clothing 
andinafew moments only shreds of 
his shirt remained hanging from his 
shoulders. When the body was lowered 
to the ground, portions of the mob, who 
had been unable to get close enough to 
take a hand in the actual hanging, 
seized upon the rope and dragged the 
lifeless body through the mire. After- 
ward the crowd dragged him about the 
streets and around the Courthouse 
square.

Ciicsao, May 2%.—[By the Associ- 
ated Vress.j. Sunday opening won the 
day. Thirty members of Nationa! 
Coinmissicn went on record today in fa- 
vor of the Sunday-opening rule submit- 
ted by the World's Fair directors. 
Twenty-seven commissioners voted 
against a consideration of the rule. 
On the final test the commission voted 
to substitute the minority, or Sun- 
day-opening, report of the Judiciary 
Committee for the majority report, 
which favored Sunday closing. The 
question then came up on a modification 
of the directors’ rule with the same 
vote. Acting Chairman de Young then 
announced that the rules would not be 
modified by the commission. After the 
debate, which pregeded the voting, the 
chairman put the motion: ‘Shall the 
rule submitted by the directors be mod- 
ified?’’ When the clerk handed up 
the ‘tally sheet, after voting, De 
Youngsaid: ‘The act of Congress pro- 
vides that the rules shall be submitted 
to the commission by the directory, and 
that modifications, if any are made, re- 
quire a majority vote of ‘the whole com- 
mission of'fifty-five votes to be effec- 
tive. The report shows that a major- 
itv has not voted to modifv. and the 
rule therefore stands as submitted by 
the directory.’ 

The Sunday-opening advocates claim 
that there will be no quorum of the 
commission in town tomorrow, and that 
reconsideration will therefore be impos- 
sible.

The President and Mrs. Cleveland Enter- 
tain the Princess. *

by President and Mrs. Cleveland to the 
Infanta Eulalia was made the occasion 
of much dignity. The White House 
conservatories were fairly depleted to 
furnish rare flowers for the decoration 
of the table and the apartment where 
the dinner took‘place. ‘The large state 
dining-room was used, and it never 
looked so brilliant or so tastefully ar- 
ranged. Theentire lower floor of the 
White House was decorated profusely.

At %8:15 the band rendered the Span- 
ish national air, and the guests marched 
down the private corridor to the state 
dining-hall, where thirty-eight covers 
were laid.

Cievetanp (O.,) May 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.] E. E. Towner, a 
middle-aged, handsome and well-dressed 
man, blew out his brains with a revol- 
ver at the Hollenden this evening. 

The story back of it is undonbt- 
edly a startling one, but it is en- 
veloped in mystery. Today a fine look- 
ing woman went to the Kennard House,

EVENING SES&ION. 

At the evening session the attend. 
ance was large, and all of the addresseg 
were favorably received. 

The first speaker of the erening was 
Col. A. K. McClure, of tbe Philadelphia 
Times, whosetopic was ‘*The Relations 


of the Press to Political Life and 
Power."’ He said, in part, that 
political life and power is shaped 
by our national press. Absolutely 
he had no hesitancy in declar- 
ing that in this great land the 


educator was the press. It is the 
supreme master and its influence ex. 
tends everywhere. It is the most 
potent votce in our national affairs, be- 
cause itis in touch with the political 
life of thecountry. In all other govern- 
ments the press does not reach the 
masses. It may teach or command, 
but does so with the power and force of 
a government's bayonets at its back, 
The American newspaper is in sym- 
pathy with. the’ aspirations of the 
citizens, andto this fact it owes its 
influence over political life and power 
in this country:

“cage spoke on the “Paublie Press as an 


Advocate ‘of Human Rights and the 
Champion of the Interests of the Com- 
mon People,”’ as follows: 

Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen: I 
am invited to make an excursion into the 
past and to draw therefrom a lesson for the 
tuture. That past is but a brief space 
measured by time, but of mighty extent 
when the achievements of science and the 
progress of man intellectually, morally, 
socially and politically are considered in 
their relations to the whole of recorded 
history. The part that oas been played by 
the press in this development, as an educa- 
tional force, bas a profound interest for 
us, and doubtless we presume upon this 
unduly at timer, in the proclamation of 
opinions and the advocacy of public meas- 
ures. Butwe may not forget that mem 
lived and died—poured out their blood in 
streams until the very earth was ensan- 
guined, heroically embraced the flames, or 
miserably perished in dungeons—for free- 
dom of opipion before newspapers were 
printed, and that the spirit of intolerance 
not unfrequently finds a congenial home 
in the human heart still. Much vet res 
mains to be accomplished before man shall 
be truly free, but the future is_full of - 
promise. 

Only a few hundred years ago priests 
were interposing to lessen the rigors of the 
slavery in which men of the best races—our 
ancestors mayhap—were held; and eman- 
cipation from thralldom made little change 
in the conditions of life. Man’s progress 
since then has been due to many agencies 
“enlisted by Providence in the secret serv- 
ice of the world,”’ the most potent of which 
has been the press. Ancient philosophers 
extolled liberty; its principles were em- 
bodied in the laws of Rome, bet its realiza- 
tion by the masses has been possible only 
in recenttimes. There was lacking the op- 
portunity. New conditions were necessary 
to fitmen for the enjoyment of liberty. 
We are celebrating the decisive act that re- 
vealed the conditions, created the opportu- 
nitv, and inuited men to embrace them, 
More than acentury was required for the 
preparation. Finally, in the seventeenth 
century, Liberty, standing upon that strip 
of land which a hardy people had wrested 
from the ocean, wita face turned toward 
the Hesperian, held aloft the torch tolight 

he way acrossthe Atlantic for those who 
risked ‘all for freedom. O most marvelous 
change! Today she stands upon the shores 
ot New Netherland, with face toward the 
rising sun, and witb torch still upraised 
lighting the way for the expectant multi- 
tu ides of other lands, 

The use of the press for the enlighten- 
mentofthe people began almost simulta- 
neously with the settlements made by the 
English in North America. The first news- 
paper was printed in London, May 3, 1622, 
and called The Weekly News. Since 
then the press, in establishing its liberty, 
has had to contest every inch of ground 
‘with arbitrary power. Its writers and pub- 
lishers have endured the dungeon, the pil- 
ory. mutilation, branding, transpertation, 
and even death itself with sublime devo- 
tion. When Henry VIII established a 
state church the tunction of censorship of 
the press passed to the crown, afd was ad- 
ministered with as much rigor as under 
ecclesiastical autherity. It would seem 
that this was accepted as the proper thing 
inthatage. In the reign of Elizabeth the 
Privy Council required the registration of 
all printing presses, the prohibition 
of all printing except in London, 
Oxford and Cambridge. No one was 
permitted to put’ type to paper 
without first obtaining the consent of 
tbe archbishop of Canterbury or bishop of 
London. Anyone dealing in unauthorized 
writings incurred the risk ot imprison: 
ment; and lestthis should not prove suf- 
ficient to deter reckless printers, the Sta- 
tioner’s Company was given the right of 
visitation, and the authority to destréy

TRAIN WRECKED. 
Caused by Telegraphers Quitting Work on 
a Bogus Strike Order. 

Cuicaco, May 23.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The strike of the tele- 
graphers on the Chicago and North- 
western Railway went intoeffect at 4 
o’clock this morning, and resulted an 
hour later in a disastrous wreck, involv- 
ing the loss of many thousands of dol- 
lars, and blockading the entire Milwau- 
kee division.

Johnson, which arrived this morning 
from Panama, en route for San Fran- 
cisco. On the passage down the 
steamer did not touch at San Juan Del 


Sur because of the revolution in Nica- 
raga. Entering the port of Co- 
rinto the passengers were amazed 


to see soldiers training a big Krupp gun 
on the, vessel from. the Government 
barracks, all ready, as afterward 
learned, to touch off.

Originator of the Weather Bureau. 

It is customary among writers on the 
subject to call Gen. A. J. Meyer the 
founder of the Government system of 
weather forecasts. (ien. Mever re- 
ceives this distinction trom the fact 
that he was at the head of the signal 
corpsofthe army when the weather 
service was organized. But it seems 
that the credit for originating the sys- 
tem of meteorology now in vogue in 
this country belongs to Dr. JI. A. 
Lapham, a distinguished citizen of Mil- 
waukee, Wis. Dr. Lapham’s right to 
this honor is jealously guarded by Julia 
A. Lapham, who writes to Tur Times, 
asking us to correct an erroneous credit 
to Gen. Mever, which appeared ina 
contributed article some weeks ago.

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It appears that the first prediction or 
forecast of the weather was sent out by 
Dr. Lapham from Chicago November 
S, 1870. For many years Dr. Lapham 
had been interested in meteorology and 
had given the subject of. storm awara- 
ings a great deal of attention, and, with 
the assistance of Dr. Asa Horr of Dy: 
buque, lowa, and Prof. Cleveland Abbe 
of Cincinnati, O., he had been very suc- 
cessful in predicting storms several 
hours before their arrival in Mil- 
waukee. In 1869 Dr. Lapham sent 
4 memorial to Congress. calling 
attention to the great loss of life 
aud property on the lakes and mak- 
ing suggestions as to the practicability 
of predicting storms by the use of the 
telegraph. The result of this memo- 
rial was the passage of a joint resolu- 
tion February 9, 1870, authorizing the 
Secretary of War to provide for the 
taking of meterological observations, 
and for giving notice. on the northern 
lakes and sea coast, of the approach 
and force of storms. March 15. 1870, 
by direction of the Secretary of War, 
the Chief Signal Officer of the Army was 
charged with the duties provided for by 
this resolution, and thus the Weather 
Bureau came into existence. The or- 
ganization was not fully completed until 
November 1, 1870, when the first ob- 
servations were taken by observer ser- 
geants at twenty-four different stations 
simultaneously, and the results sent by 
telegraph to Washington. In Novem- 
ber, 1870, Dr. Lapham was tendered a 


position in-Washington to collate and- 


compare the reports from the various 
stations and give the results of his in- 
vestigations to the country indicating 
the directions of storms if there were 
any. Personal reasons obliged him to 
decline the offer. 

On November 8, 1870, Dr. Lapham 
Was appointed assistant to the Chief Sig- 
nal Officer of the Army in the division of 
telegrams and reports for the benefit of 
commerce, With instructions to receive 
the reports at Chicago and forward to 
the Chief Signal Officer every morning 
‘a brief analysis of the reports received 
forthe preceding twenty-four hours or 
fora longer period, as to facts bearing 
upon the weather, together with a 
‘probability’ of the character of the 
Weather for the next twenty-four 
hours.’ In pursuance of thése instruc. 
tions the first prediction was sent out 
from Dr. Lapham's office at Chicago in 
bulletin to ail the lake ports as follows: 

To observers along the lakes (bulletin 
this at once): ia 

Noon, CaicaGo, Nov. 8, ISTO.—A 
high wind all day yesterday at Chey- 
enne and Omaha. A very high wind re- 
ported this morning atlOrmaha. Barom- 
eter falling. with high wind at Chicago 
and Milwaukee today. Barometer rais- 
ing and thermometer raising at Chica- 
go, Detroit, Toledo,- Cleveland, Buffalo 
and Rochester. High winds probable 
along the lakes. 

The result verified the. prediction. 
High winds were reported the next 
morning at the following lake ports: 
Milwaukee, Detroit, Toledo, Buffalo and 
Oswego. Very high winds at Duluth, 
Chicago aud Cleveland. 

Dr. Lapham held the position of assis- 
tant to the Chief Signal Officer until he 
Was appointed State Geologist of Wis- 
consin, but continued, his interest inthe 
work, and contributed. as in previous 
years, the list of disasters upon the 
lakes until his death, September 14, 
1S75.

Tur attitude of the striking bakers 
in this city seeuts to be of a piece with 
the policy which so many 
trade uni6éns’ think they must follow in 
the maintenance of their ‘rights.’ 
Under our complex and exacting sys- 
tems of domestic supply, it seems to be 
imperatively necessary that some call- 
ings be pursued at night. Forexample, 
the bakeries must bake their bread and 
pastry so that their delivery wagons 
can start out with fresh supplies early 
in the morning. The puBlic demand 
this, and the bakeries must comply or 
lose their custom. It may be disagree- 
able for bakers to work at night, justas 
it is for milkmen to get up at 2 or 8 
o'clock in the morning: just as it is for 
street-car gripmen and conductors to 
be on duty until midnight; just as it is 
for printers and other newspaper 
workers to serve at uncanny hours. 
But all these things are required in our 
industrial system, and, if a man does 
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not want to work at night. let him 
avoid.a calling that requires it. If the 
striking bakers would first prevail on 
the public to eat stale bread and tough 
doughnuts without objection, they 
would then have a good basis to work 
upon. In their present unreasonable 
attitude they are sure to encounter de- 
feat,

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 
Trouble Caused hy the Great 
Army of “Kickers.” 


Quarrels and Disagreements of As- 
sorted Sizes and Shapes. 


Great Crowds Witness the First Gen- 
eral Electric Illumination, 


A Los Angeles Visitor Gives His Experi- 
ence—Anything Bat an bocouraging 
Report—Impressions of 
Pasadena Boy. 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 
Caicaco, May 15.—Up to the opening 
day everything and everybody was so 
hurried, so driven, so pushed and so 
crowded to get ready that nobody had 
time or audience for ‘‘kickers.’’ “Now, 
while the fair, as a whole, goes on 
growing in beauty day by day, its peace 
is stirred by quarrels of assorted sizes. 
To read about them in the daily papers 
one would suppose they filled the minds 


and hearts of everybody, but, once get 
into the bigness of Jackson Park and 
they take on their rightful proportion, 
and appear only as faint whisperings 
on the wiud. 

One quarrel, however. assumes a 
really national importance. The Tri- 
bune of yesterday gave up a large part 
of its Sunday issue to a_ broad state- 
mentof the case from ali points of 
view, but arriving at no conclusion. 
The authorities, legal and federal, will 
have it out together, and the people 
will probably complain either way. 

The minor quarrel between Theodore 
Thomas, the officials and the dis- 
gruntied piano men will end to the sat- 
isfaction of Theodore Thomas, who sim- 
ply can’t be spared, and must be al- 
lowed his artistic prejudices in favor of 
certain musicalinstruments. The worst 
of this rather petty squabbie is that the 
space allotted to the piano-exhibitors 
in the main building is barren and for- 
lorn as yet through delays and changes 
and reprisals. Possibly a_‘‘turn tlie 
rascals out’’ policy would not be so far 
amiss. for if children can not play, they 
ought notto be ailowed on the fair 
grounds. 

The barren spaces in the aforesaid 
Main building are still very many, and 
it is hardly until one reaches the cor- 
ner of the main aisle, where ‘Tiffany of 
New York and Austria boW across to 
one another, that one» begins to feel 
that there is something inspiring at 
hand. Even here itis not yet perfect 
fulfillment, but enough of promise to 
fill the senses for many hours. 

Germany has chosen a setting for her 
exhibit—a casket for her jewels—that 
alone repays a visit. Great white tow- 
ers and ramparts rise high into the 
curve of the central arch of the  build- 
ing, ornamented by flags and statues, 
and trophies of war and triumph, and 
behind and through the great gates of 
twistediron is revealed the richness 
within. Without grudging to glorious 
Germany her place, ane feels a sore 
mortification at sight of the inadequate, 
trivial and ramshackle booths that are 
to lodge our own exhibits. Some ex- 
cuse—-perhaps the only ope--lies in the

dubbed this great thirty acres of con- 
fusion ‘the packing-case exhibit.’’ as 
they call the roller chairs with the the- 
ologically inclined young men the ‘‘gos- 
pel chariots.’ 

After all, it is only because we live in 
such atime of “great too much” that 
we grow impatient if our daily miracle 
doesn't come off. This aforesaid main 
building is that, surely, with its roof 
like a sky. its half-mile galleries and its 
elevators climbing like files into the 
Vast upper spaces, at 50 cents a climb! 

Now that there isa prospect of re- 
turning to Uncle Sam his two millions 
and over, soasto be free to open the 
fair every day, the sanguine Chicagoan 
who has fairly mortgaged his soul and 
body is a trifle discouraged. The num- 
bers at the grounds daily are compara- 
tively small, and the gate receipts piti- 
fully below the paying standard. The 
causes are three: [| irst, because out- 
siders know by experience that exposi- 
tions are never ready, and that this one 
is like its predecessors; secondly, the 
wise ones know already, and even the 
careless may read, of the inhospitable, 
delaying spring, with its chilly caprices 
and constant winds; and lastly, the 
story of extortion has spread so far and 
flown so wide as to actually ggive pause 
to the half-tormed plans of many about 
coming at all. A private letter from 
London, received today, says: 
sail for America next week, but where- 
ever I’ve been for six months, here or 
on the continent, people are ‘complain- 
ing and saying ‘We'd like to go you 
know, but we can’t afford it. We're 
going to be rovbed.’ Vajnly I assure 
them that abuses will be expdsed.”’ 

These exaggerated reports are 
greatly to be deplored, and it should be 
the task of those who have so exploited 
them to send a rectification in their 
wake, hop ng against hope that it may 
catch up before November l. 

The simple truth is that the officials 
of the fair have righted abuses 
promptly, have taken a firm stand to- 
|, ward their concessionaires, and that to- 
day no one need be imposed upon. 
Some discretion, some knowledge of the 
ropes, and a little of the spirit of °76 
are all that is necessary to see the 
White City completely and  econom- 
ically. As for outside extortion, that is 
rapidly being regulated by the law of 
upply and demand. There is so much 
room that the prices of accommoda- 
tions must adjust themselves, and in 
fact are doing so now.

Seventy-five thousand of him went out 
on Saturday night to see the first great 
electricaldisplay. By 6 p.m. people had 
hurried through their dinners and were 
crowding the turnstiles to the ‘‘cattle- 
cars,’’ the small red, toy cars 
of the Iinois Central ‘-special.’’ 
Fifteen minutes and 20 cents—includ- 
ing return coupon—brings one to the 
middle entrance. In some queer way, 
only known to the ocultists, the magnifi- 
cent terminal station inside the grounds 
has not yet been utiliz@d for passengers, 
though miles of track lie insidéfree for 
use. At present—and possibly for- 
ever—one leaves the cars and has quite 
a walk to the gates. 

People, however, are so eager to ar- 
rive, and to enter the promised land 
of snowy buildings, that they have not 
yet brought the pressure of popular dis- 
approval to bear upon this unfilled 
promise, although the advantages of 
such entrance are open to-sight, for 
those who must count steps and those 
who wish to get the first and best im- 
pression of the fair, itis a coign of 
vantage. 

Great as was the spectacle of this 
city on the lake, and deep as was the 
fascination of its vastness and its mill- 
ion-sided lesson, I had read with a se- 
cret smile, or even an open laugh, the 
elaborately phrased articles of the lead- 
ing magazines, and had sworn to my 
secret soul that many of the accompa- 
nying illustrations transcended the re- 


ality bevond the furtherest li- 
cense of poet or pencil. Hereto- 
fore my visits had been made 


under stormy skies, hastily, and in the 
pursuit of knowledge rather than indi- 
vidual pleasure. On Saturday night, I 
was prepared to loaf and invite the 
soul of the dream city—and so she 
spoke to me. Spoke solemnly in the 
dome of the Administration building, 
thrown up and up against a black 
storm-cloud drifting by; spoke tenderly 
in the blue twilight shadows clinging to 
the distant line of the main building, 
dropping mistily onthe wooded island 
between, and touching into mournful 
shadows the ribbed waters of the 
lagoon. Far off the dish of the Lllinois 
dome was cut into a blazing sunset sky, 
with scattered bits of cloud floating off 
to the left, where the bronze Diana on 
the Agricultural building might catch 
and clothe her shining nudity. As the 


light faded and fell to gray, one telated 
|ray touched the cheek of the golden 


goddess at the foot of the Peristyle, 
then died of its own audicity. in the 


dimness thesgondolas shot along the 
canals, their silver and bronze 


boats 
holding the light yet a moment longer, 
in the stern the gondolier, a creature 
from the land of pantomime,.rising and 
falling upon the long oar. Soon the 
night came creeping from_ the 
opal waves of the lake,  play- 
ing hide-and-seek between the columns 
of the Peristyle and drowning 
in amounting blackness, their line of 
listening statues. About the great 
white fountain also the night rose over 
the figures. first the dolphins were lost 
and their playmates, the sea horses and 
mermaids, until at last only the eager, 
dauntiess figure at the prow, straining 
forward to the horizon,. was left, a 
whiteness inthe pale clear night air. 
The victory was but momentary, for all 
at once there blazed out below the curv- 
ing dome opposite a *row of torches, 
throwing into the air little «tnas of 
flame and lighting up the dull red walls 
vehind them like the footlights of some 
Titan phantasmagoria. Then came a 
crown of fire at the verv top,of the 
dome itself, leaping from point to point 
and from summit to base until the 
whole majestic structure was outlined 
in lines of fire. Another instant and 
the shores of the lagoon had caught, 
and its waters rimmed with glowing 
points ran molten beneath the sil- 
ver and black of the gondolas. 
The restless sparks began to glow from 
the roof of the main building, and the 
tiny figures could be seen Feat ber to 
and fro. They were the experts of the 
search tight preparing their apparatus. 
By o’clock-they~ were ready, and 
the crowds still pouring in by every 
train were met by a burst of whité 
light shot athwart the sky, across 
which floated the ghosts of clouds, met 
midway in the heavens. To the north 
and south and east and west the great 
beam of light swung, resting finally 
npon the Administration dome, paling 
its lines of yellower light and accenting 
its delicate traceries. : 

Behind the windows of the buildings 
shone hospitable lights, and doors 
everywhere were Open, but few went 
in; the spectacle without was withal 
more attractive. 

On the fine strong face of Franklin, 
lifted to the lighted sky, might well 
have rested asmile of triumph and of 
the joy of fulfillment. 

This week will probably see the com- 
pletion of the French exhibit in the 
main buiiding. There will bea mar- 
velous showing fit to make us ashamed 
of our own stinginess at Paris. Mar- 
velous ceramics and delicate bronzes will 
fill a iarge space, and in corners will be 
treasures for the specialist. Rare 
books and exquisite specimens of bind- 
ing, photographs in jcolor upon fade- 
less fabrics. fairy-like lace and silk 
from some Lyons loom. Among the 
photographs are some especially in- 
teresting to the medical profession, 
being photographs taken by Dr. Char- 
cot’s assistant, M. ULonde, of subjects 
under hypnotism, and other nervous 
crises. 

Warnings being always in order, al- 
low meto animadvert against a »ook 
called, **The Art Gallery Illustrated.”’ 
It is called, or calls itself, ‘‘official,’’ 
and its price is $1. It contains plans 
ofthe Art building, but no guide to 
any picture or other work that is clear, 
merely indicating the name of the 
country to which the artist belongs. 
Those who appear reproduced in its 
pages paid to do so, at once creating an 
unfair discrimination. So much pro- 
test has already been made that a re- 
vised edition may appear. 

If, as seems probable, the . crowds on 
the streets on a trying-to-be-pleasant- 
day are natives chiefly, they prove the 
of their obstinate provincialism 
in two very provoking wavs. The first 
and worst is their inveterate habit of 
taking the left side, right side or any 


side of the povements, creating 
endiess confusion and turmoil; the 
second is the equally childish

Yesterday I witnessed 
tne laughable spectacle of two long ca- 
ble cars on Wabash avenue stopping 
the way for severai minutes, while their 
entranced gripmen gazed afar at a 
troupe of mussy Bedouins—from Cork— 
on their curvetting Arab steeds—from 
New Mexico.

AN EAST LOS ANGELES MAN'S PLAINT. 


The Hotels Not Robbers, but the Weather, 
My! 
Special Correspondence of The Times. 
incLewoop (Chicago,) Ill, May 17. 
1893.—On leaving Los Angeles! prom- 
ised numerous friends to write letters 
giving an account of things at this end 
oftheline. . . . Almost every mo- 
ment of our time is occupied in trying 
to see and comprehend this great and 
magnificent World’s Fair, and this 
great city of palaces, twenty-story 
houses and active and restless popuia- 
tion. If Tus Times will be so kind as to 
give this a place it wil! be.-a favor to 
myself and many friends, and I will try 
to say some things that will interest 
others who contemplate coming here. 
First, then, if you are on the point of 
starting tothe World’s Fair, I] say em- 
phatically, don’t, and I know what I am 
talking about. [or one reason, every- 
thing pertaining to the fair is in a very 
incomplete state; no odds what you 
may hearto the contrary. In the build- 
ings the most nOticeable thing is the 
clatter of the hammer amd the saw, 


and the piled ‘up ‘boxes, unopened, of 


exhibits. I believe that] camsay with 
truth that there is not a complete 
building, either State buildings or ex- 
hibits, on the grounds. There are 
thousands of workmen as busv as can 
be from morning till night, and from 
night till morning. They are getting 
there pretty fast, but the great fair will 
not be turned over complete before the 
middle of June. Aut after ail the in- 
completeness of tne fair is not the 
worst thing that we have to contend 
with. Weare not kicking on the con- 
dition of the show at all, because there 
is three times as much to be seen as 
we will be able to see and study. Well, 
you ask what canit be’? It must be the 
hotel rate that is troubling you. Not 
a bit of it! The hotel rates are per- 
fectly satisfactory. Never more so in 
any place that we have ever been. 
Lodging and meals are very reasonable. 
In fact, the rates to us have been re- 
duced almost one half. No reasonable 
man would complain of hotel rates here, 
except, perhaps, restaurants inside the 
fair grounds, which seem to be some- 
what extortionate. But even they have 
moderated theirdemands, and a large 
proportion of visitors take their lunch 
in with them. <A moderate lunch can 
be had in the fair from 30 to 40 cents. 
A good square layout would cost about 
$1. Here in Inglewood rooms cost 
from $1 to $2 owing to size and fit- 
tings. The most that we have paid for 
a meal is40 cents. We buy meal tick- 
ets in our hotel at $6 for twenty-one 
meals. Meals are good—all that could 
be asked. Of course you can find any 
grade you Want and you. can pay $50 
a week if you wantto. But lam writ- 
ing for nice people of moderate means 
and moderate desires. 

Now I comé to the all-absorbing ques- 
tion—the one that is troubling us more 
than all others. It is the beastly, out- 
rageous condition of the elements that 
have knocked out all our calculations 
at the fair. We have had to remain 
inside the hotel for the last two days. 
It has been so cold and so windy that 
even to step outside would cause a 
chill to vibrate through every nerve. 
Day before yesterday the mean temper- 
ature (and | do assure you that it was 
mean in every respect) was 40° and 
the maximum 46°, ani that accompa- 
nied with a stiff lake breeze all the 
time. We have lived in Los Angeles 
for about seven years. We have been 
here nine days. It all these years in 
California we never encountered any 
nine consecutive days at any time of 
year that would begin to compare in 
meanness and  disagreeableness of 
these nine days here. My wife and I 
have both been sick with bad cold all 
the time here. And there is another 
thing I want to say. In the seven 
years that we were in California we did 
not experience as much ill health and 
discomfort as in the past nine days. 

I have met Mr. Wiggins two or three 
times. Heisavery busy man, and a 
very much ‘dissatisfied one as tothe 
backward state of hisdepartment. The 
California State building, 1 think, will 
be a beautiful and grand affair—some- 
time—I don’t know when; neither does 
anybody else. It is confusion worse 
confounded now, and itisa very diffi- 
cult matter toget throughit. The Illi- 
nois building excels all others in magni- 
tude and finish at present, as is fitting. 
They had the most money and it was 
right at home, so they could carry on 
Iowa, Ohio, New York and 
Pennsylvania all have good buildings, 
and well filled with exhibits. Some of 
the State buildings have no exhibits in 
them atall. As we were making the 
rounds of the State buildings the other 
day we noticed a plain, two-story frame 


house, that iooked like a well-to-do 
ranch home. Above the door was the 
name, New Jersey. We thought, we 


would see what New Jersey was like. 


We stepped up to the door, which swung 


open and revealed a colored boy dressed 
in all the agonies of a person in his po- 
sition, and who coolly invited us to 
wipe our shoes on the mat. On enter- 
ing. we found the floor covered with 
the finest of carpets, and the other fur- 
nishings were of ajregal style. 

There are about a dozen Californians 
at our hotel, and they are the center of 
interest. Imnumerable questions are 
asked us. They seem to have acyri- 
osity and an interest in our frozen con- 
dition, and take an interest in our 
description of our sunny land and fine 
climate. And it will bear fruit after 
awhile.

I wish that I might picture to you the 
displays as they seem to look to these 
poor frozen-up Easterners. I enjoy 
standing nearthe door of the south 
wing listening to their remarks and 
watching the different expressions on 
their faces as they enter the Horticult- 
ural building. The first to catch their 
eve is a pyramid of oranges and lemons 
about seven or eight feet high. At this 
their eyes bulge out and their lower jaw 
drops, but they catch their breath and, 
looking to the right they see a beautiful 
table display from San Diego, and on 
the left one from Riverside. These 
tables are on both sides and the end of 
the room. Inthe center of this end is 
a very large platform, about thirty-five 
by sixty feet. After having taken a 
glimpse at these tables they move 
around either side and then scem to be 


paralyzed on the spot by a magnificent 


representation of the old Liberty bell. 
It is about twelve feet high and perhaps 
eight or nine feet across the base of the 
standards supporting it, and at the toy 
on one side is the word ‘‘Liberty,’’ and 
on the other ‘1776,’ al! in oranges. 
The crack inthe bell is nicely repre- 
sented, and the clapper is a gourd that 
seems to have grown for this especial 
purpose. 

Mr. Williams is entitled to a great 
deal of credit for his artistic skill in 
the erection of so perfect a representa- 
tion of this famous old bell. Sut to re- 
turn to the visitors—the older ladies 
come, too, and they swarm around Mr. 
Williams like a lot of bees, and ask 
questions until the poor feliow seems 
to almost get black in the face. 

They ask ‘“‘if them is real oranges?" 
and ‘‘do you know George Smith out in 
California?’’ and a thousand other 
questions too numerous to mention. 
Barney is quite equal to the emergency, 
and has a little speech which he makes 
them in a manner timat would make 
eyen Mr. Gladstone turn green with 
envy. He pictures our country in sucli 
arealistic manner that the dear old 
souls fancy they are actually in Pas- 
adena, but as they feel around for the 
wings upon which they might have se 
quickly flown, the spell is broken, and 
their eye catches something away down 
in the other end of the wing which 
seems to act like a magnet, for with a 
my-kingdom - for- a- California - orange 
look, they pass hurriedly the exhibits 
of New York, Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
Kansas until they stand in awe 
at the foot of Los Angeles county’s 
pyramid of oranges, thirty-five feet 
high and fourteen feet across 
the base, with a bald eagle perched on 
top of it. They walk around this and 
look until they become dizzy, and then 
they sit down and admire it. indeed, it 
is grand, even in the eyes of a Califor- 
nian, and the representatives from 
Southern California who have done this 
work deserve great credit forit. Hut 
the work should be made lighter for 
them by those who send the fruit here. 
Only afew days agoalot of oranges 
arrived that ought to have been dumped 
into the lake; they were dirty, scaly, 
and had not been sorted atall, so the 
boys had to go over the whole lot, one 
at atime, before they cduld be used at

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HOW TO SEE THE FAIR 


Things to Do and Other Things to Avoiu 
Doing. 
Special Correspondence of the Times. . 
Cuicaco, May 15, 189%8.—Having de- 
cided to come to the World’s Fair, the 
most important question i’, How shal 
spend my time to the best advantage? 
No one expects to see literally every- 
thing that will be exhibited. If that 
were desirable—and it is not—life is 
too short. That each visitor may see 
all that to him is of interest and profit 
is desirable and possible if the travel is 
well planned before coming. Sight-— 
seeing is atax on nervous energy and 
physical endurance not well understood 
by those who for pleasure have broken, 
for only a day or two ata time, the 
routine of a quiet life. Jt is mainly for 
such persons that this is written by one 
whose daily attendance at the Phila- 
delphia Exposition for six months was 
almost identical with that of the hur- 
ried visitor; the same ordeal of heat 
and dust; the press of crowds; the 
weariness of eye; satiety of expecta 
tion; and numbness of brain that at- 
tends the unconscious effort to see, un- 
derstand and remember an endless suc- 
cession of objects, each of which de- 
manded an appreciation of its worth, 
and which could never again be seen. 
The first care should be the preserva- 
tion of. nervous energy. Make no at- 
tempt to see all that the eyes can take 
in, for much that is worth while to some 
one else is waste of time and strength 
to you. At first, no matter how short 
vour stay, study the fair as a whole. | 
Do not march into any one building on 
arrival and stay in it until you know al} 
that is to be learned there. One who. 
scrutinizes every straw in a stack wil! 
get avery poor idéa of the farm on 
which the stack stands. Before com- 
ing read all the descriptions of the 
grounds and exhibits as reported in the 
various papers, but especially study the 
map of the grounds and the approaches 
thereto, as they have been given in 
nearly all the leading journals. Ifyou 
have not a map of the grounds send for. 
an official guide book, and study the map 
until you “know it by heart.’ so that” 
by whatever approach you enter the 


grounds, you can, without reference to 
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the map, point out any principal build- 
ing, especially your State building, and 
the relative location of other buildings 
not in distinct view. This is a security 
against that confusion which is the de- 
feat of profitable and pleasant sight- 
- seeing. Itistrue that there is a small 
army of guards on the grounds who are 
in duty bound to answer any question 
orany number of them that 50,000 


people may propound to them in 
one day, but the one you «ask 
may be a raw recruit, or he 


may have been stationed inside one of 
the buildings during the wholew of his 
military career; probably not one of 
them can point ont all the State build- 
ings. Sometimes a large group of vis- 
itors gather about a map spread out on 
the walk, obstructing the progress of a 
great many hurried travelers, while 
the leader of the party hunts up the 
locality of their State building...One 
had asked two guards and a half dozen 
visitors, all of whom were new ar- 
rivals. Home study will enable one to 
appreciate, and appreciation—not as- 
tonishment—is'the quality of seeing. It 
also prepares the memory for the long 
and vivid retention of what is actually 
seen, so that the returned World’s- 
fairer may be able to express some- 
thing besides vague exclamations tothe 
questions of those so unfortunate as not 
to have been able to see for themselves. 

The programme of many women will 
be to do doublé work for a week or two 
before coming and to lose much sleep. 
When atthe point ot exhaustion they 
will take the train, arranging to arrive 
at Chicago inthe morning, and go di- 
rectly from the grounds as early as the 
turn-stiles will feg:them‘in. Then with 
no knowledge of the ** lay of the land,” 
or of what they wish to see first, they 
will rush here and there without plan, 
walking three or four times the 
distance necessary to see at leisure 
all that they did see, with pleasure-de- 
stroving, memory-obliterating confu- 
sion, If nature, asshe generally does, 
inflicts a temporary illness, departure 
will be hastened by the verdict that 
Coicago is an unhealthy place, though 
the sufferer may well know that less 
exertion at home has resuited in as 
great disability. One should be en- 
tirely ready a week before the start is 
made, and spend as much as possible of 
the last’-week ii: sleep. 

To prepare a wardrobe for a fort- 
night's or a month’s display is not only 
to advertise an absurdity, butto inflict 
upon one’s self a disability. Unlessone 


can afford a room at $4.or $5 a dav, no- 


trunk should be brought. The clothing 
should be of a color that will mot soon 
show’the effect of dust and coal smoke; 
of a texture tliat can be easily cleaned; 
light of weight, and yet warm, as near 
the lake. even in summer, the evening 
air ischilly: andthe ovtfit should, for 
the same reason, include a substantial 
wrap, and a pair of gloves for express 
use for pulling one’s self into a 
Street car by the iron rail on g wet day, 
and hanging by a strap where foothold 
even is disputed by sStorm-escaping 
travelers. It need scarcely be said that 
for all ladies who cannot have a car- 
riage at their constant disposal, the 
skirt of the dress should be as short as 
the courage of the wearer will allow, 
because of crowded aisles and summer 
showers, as one needs both hands as well 
as both feet free. If the visitor intends to 
attend evening entertainments where a 
certain amount of dress in the society 
sense is indispensable, a handsome 
dress skirt, a pretty wrap and a becom- 
ing bit of headgear with fresh glovss 
can be made into a package small 
enough to easily be carried by a shawl 
‘strap. The exposition bonnet or hat or 
toque, whatever its shape may be, 
should be able to bear the firm touch of 
a brush broom each morning, and sus- 
ceptible of being firmly secured to the 
head. The woman who is obliged to 
hold the skirt of her dress out of soiling 
contact with dust or damp with her left 
hand, and-to hold her bonnet on her 
bead.with ber right as she walks facing 
a strong breeze and a sprinkle of rain 
that demands the use of the umbrella 
slipping from its place under her arm, 
is a woman seen too frequently at all 
expositions. Capacious 
many as can be handily reached--at 
least one on each side in the dress- 
skirt, beside those which can be put in 
the wrap—are helps to locomotion. No 
one can walk well with the hands en- 
cumbered, and to see the exposition 
well implies much walking, however 
much one may patronize rolling chairs 
or carriages. New shoes of any size or 
shape will be engines of torture for the 
same reason. They should be broken 
by atleast two weeks’ constant wear 
_before’ entering upon the march of 
progress at the exposition, where no 
one quite expects to see anything but a 
hard surface for the feet of a_ throng. 
‘Do not bring a trunk,’’ is an official 
recommendation, based on a knowledge 
of the probability of a glut of baggage 
too great to be promptly delivered. 
This is followed by a request from some 
of the benevolent societies that people 
buy cheap underclothing, bestowing the 
soiled linen on charitable institutions. 
One will need here, as everywhere, an 
umbreila and a-pair of sandal over- 
shoes. Sandals, because they are light 
and can be thrust into one of the capa- 
cious pockets recommended. In sum- 
mer travel anywhere one will finda 
square of mosquito netting ‘thandy”’ for 
many purposes; a square is about. a 
yard and a quarter in length. It is 
easily washed, dries qtick, can be 
snapped out as smooth as if ironed, and 
can be rolled info a very small bulk. If 
the weather is warm, a hat with a 
crown sufficiently high to make an air 
chamber over the head will be more 
comfortable than a bonnet that rests on 
the top of the head. A small colored 
wash cloth of light texture—it may be 
of wash-silk—the color of the hair, with 
a bit of oiled silk, will be found a 
comfort..to those who cannot well 
bear the sun. The wet cloth 
laid upon the head, covered with the 
oiled silk forthe protection of the hat, 
will by evaperation enable one to re- 
lieve the congestion of blood in the 
circulatory system of the head that 
often compels perfect rest. A small 
bottle of cold tea will enable one to 
dismiss their fears of sickness from 
change of drinking water. Sometimes 
it is well to gratify what may be a pure 
prejudice, and it is also true that the 
slight stimulus of the tea—only a 
swallow or two when one could not go 
to a restaurant without losing valuable 
time—will enable a person to sustain 
comfort a considerable amount of 
fatigue. 
lt is in order hereto say that whoever 
attempts to live on luuches out of hand 
will doubtless be obliged to leave the 
grounds early and invite iJlness besides. 
at as nearly as possible the things 
that ‘‘agree’’ with you at home, in the 
same quantity and atthe same time. 
Do not wait to eat until 
tired to go any further or see anything 
more. Every one knows better than to 
feed an anima! when he is at the point 
of exhaustion. All ‘observing people 
remember that a sense of prostration 
follows eating ata time when one is 
too much excited to know that he is 
tired out. If one must eat when very 
tired it should be slowly and sparingly 
of customary and simple food. Do not 
eat new combinations -or drink novel 
concoctions when desperately, hungry. 
Gratify your fancies when you have

just eaten moderately or when you’ 


have no keen sense of hunger, éther- 
wise the stomach will avenge itself.

quickly as a disturber of digestion. 
There is nothing on earth so wonderful 
or so beautiful that it will hold the at 
tention of a nauseated sightseer. | 

Among other conveniences for travel 
that take little room, the woolen-cloth 
clothes-brush should have been men- 
tioned. Some black woolen cloth, the 
size of a piece of chalk, wrung out of 
water as dry as possible, lightly.passed 
over clothing from which the dust has 
been shaken, freshens it more, injures 
it less, and removes the clinging dust 
more perfectly than any brush, as the 
water out of which you wring it will 
prove. Twoor three handkerchiefs of 
colored wash silk will recommend them- 
selves on use. The qualities of black 
underclothing are too well understood 
to be here recommended. 

How to arrange the programme ofa 
day or succession of days on the fair 
grounds will be the subject of another 
letter. 

Whoever can spend but a single day 
at the fair will never regret doing so 
at considerable expense. One very 
well informed woman who was too 
busy in journalism to spend more time, 
came from New York to Philadelphia.

HEART FAILURE 


Sudden Death of Col. John H. Mills at 
Monrovia. 

Col. John H. Mills, cpeition of Ne- 
vada, died suddenly at his residence in 
Menrovia, Monday morning, of heart 
failure. Mr. Mills was born in Amster- 
dam, Montgomery county, N.Y., and 
came to California in 1852, and shortly 
afterward removed to Nevada. He was 
colonel onthe staff of Maj.-Gen. Van 
Bocklin before the formation of the 
State government, and raiseda com- 
pany of home guards for its protection 
aguring the Rebellion, and afterward 
Was appointed colonel onthe staff of 
Gov. Blasedell. He was twice elected 
to the Legislature, and duriug one term 
was Speaker of the House. 

Col. Mills served several terms as 
mint superintendent, and was also com- 
missioner for the construction of the 
State Capitol. Later he was appointed 
Federal Assessor, which office he re- 
signed to head the electoral ticket in the 
last election of President Grant, and 
was the messenger of the Electoral 
College to carry the official vote to 
Washington. .In 1863 Mr. Mills was

Stephen M. White, Esq., and Mr: Bar- 
clay, as counsel for defense and plain- 
tiff, respectively, in the case of the Los 
Angeles Pressed Brick and Terra Cotta 
Company vs. the Main and Tenth Street 
Hotel Company, argued before a jury in 
Department Three yesterday afternoon, 
at considerable length. the merits of 
their pleas.

Then the plan 
fell through with the waning boom, and 
the hotel projectors were disinclined to 
receive or pay for allof the brick and 
terra cotta that they had bargained for. 
Hience arose the suit. In addition to 
pay for what they had furnished in the 
way of building supplies, the company 
also asked for judgment to satisfy the 
full contract price. The case was given 
to the jury late !ast evening.

ARIZONA NEWS. 


Big Things in Mining Being Done in 
the Neighboring Territory. 


What One Plucky Miner Has Realized— 
A Scandal Reported from San Car- 
log Indian Agency—After the 
New Administration. 


Special Correapondence of The Times. 

Trcesox, May 20.—A body of gold ore 
of immense extent and surprising rich- 
ness has been found. A Mexican re- 
ports it. Hesays itis one anda half 
miles north of the northend of the 
Granite range in Yuma county. 

The vein is in iron and quartz,*over 
three hundred feet wide and averages, 
from assays made at the Bonanza mine 
at Harqua Hala, $4870 a ton in gold. 

Great excitement prevails in the vi- 
cinity of the Harcuvar range. 

Evidence points to an early boom at 
the new find at the base of the Super- 
stition Mountains; and should the pres- 
ent encouraging conditions continue, a 
second Leadville before the leaves fall 
next autumn. The camp hasa popula- 
tion of forty-five souls, and ina few 
days will be provided with a provision 
store. To take alook atthe Merrill 
mine makes one feel a Vanderbilt. The 
town site will be platted this week, and 
quite a number of lots will be taken. 
The name of the city will be agreed 
upon ata meeting of its citizens to be 
called on the ground not later than the 
20th. Owing to the peculiar condition 
of the strrface of the ground where the 
rich pannings are made, no one knows 
to a certainty whether the mineral will 
be found in veins or d2posits. 

John Jackson is reported to have 
made a veryrich gold strike in the 
Castle Creek district, ore from which 
is now being sacked. The ore sacked 
assayed $8000 per ton. 

An example of what pluck and energy 
willdoin mining is Frank Powers of 
Harshaw. Three years ago he walked 
into Harshaw ‘‘broke.’’ He had come 
to stay, he said, and would make his 
fortune ere the World’s Fair closed. 
So it proved. A few months ago he 
bought the McNamee mine for $50. 
He realized $1100 from sorting the 
dump, that taking twelve days. He 
then began working the mine in a 
practical manner, shipping one to three 
carloads of ore a month. The last car- 
load netted $9000. His bank account 
is declared to exceed $50,000, and at 
the mine he is said to“have more than 
$200,000 worth of ore stripped and 
ready for sacking.

Editor of Tue Times.) Itis utterly beyond 
iny comprehension that the people’ of Los 
Angeles do not take the proper interest in a 
substantial way in the much talked-of 
question of a direct line of railway through 
the mountains to Salt Lake. Already all 
of the terminal facilities are first-class in 
every particularso far as natural advan- 
tages are concerned and a first-class road 
to the seaboard are supplied in the prop. 
erties of the Terminal Company. 

It has been well said time and again, that 
the construction of a road of this sort would 
not only put Los Angeles on its best feet, 
in that it would give us a directline to the 
Missouri River, more than twelve hours 
shorter than at present obtained, but it 
would open up an Immense empire of coun. 
try reaching to all of the essentials that are 
so necessary for our trade and growth. It 
would goa great distance toward solfing 
the mighty question which eight years ago 
was begun upon the advent of the Santa 
Fé Company. Itseemsto me that if the 
people of Los Angeles fully realize their 
own interests they will not let this ques- 
tion sleep one second; whereas so far as 
they are concerned. it has lain dormant 
for years. 

Iam credably informed that the prop- 
erty-owners and capitalists of Salt Lake 
City, atthe head of whom stands Bishop 
Sharpe of the Mormon Church, himself a 
multi-millionaire, and one of thg directors 
ofthe Union Pacific Railway for many 
years,and a man of great ability and 


enterprise, and of a deep under. 
standing as to all the requirements 
in the case, stand ready, as they 


have stood ready for years, to do their 
full part toward this work, which is with 
them the question of questions, as though 
they realized that the shortening ofthe 
time to the Pacific Coast wouid amount te 
as much for them as the shortening of the 
time to the Edst would amount for us; 
besides that, tbey would thus be presented 
with another outlet for the sale of their 
coal and other articles, which they are as 
anxious tosell at a low price as we are to

Not more'than two years ago a leading 
spirit of the Terminal ilway gave it out 
that we hadto raise but $1,000,000 to in- 
sure a road within two years; the remain- 
ing $9,000,000 necessary for its construc- 
tion would be got otherwise.

It is true there was some talk of following 
up this matter at that time, but, unfortu- 
nately, it all ended in talk, as so many 
things have ended with us within the com- 
pass of breadth and enterprise.

Keconomiical Table  Supplies—American 
Women Are Ail hight—Women at the 
Capital Rheumatism In Children. 
Economy That fsn't Economy. 


To every woman who takes a pride in her 
bome the house linen is a very important 
matter Good linen, thongh expensive at 
first, is far more econo:nical and satisfac 
tory in the end, A complete list of the 
linen should be neatly entered in a book, 
with a space left for remarks in the future. 
This book should hang inside the press. 
tall cupboard, with shelves thet can be 
pulled ont, is perhaps the most convenient 
place in which to store linen, but a large 
chest with drawers answers very well. Be 
tween the linev, bags of |avender should be 
placed. Pretty little sacks filled with these 
scented blossoms, aud bearing the words 
“Sweet Lavender” written across them, can 
now be purchased from most perfumers and 
many fancy shops. 

It is necessary of course that everything 
should be marked. The sheets should be 
folded in pairs, and a band of wide colored 
elastic, on which a card is sewn, repeating 
the marks and the name of the bedroom to 
which the sheets belong, passed round each 
pair This will enable a new servant or 
stranger to find what is required in a mo- 
ment. Pillowcases should be arranged in 
sets for every room, with an elastic band 
round each set ayd marked ina like man- 
ner. Towels should be kept on another 
shelf of the press, with théir distinctive 
bands. They shou!d be in half dozens, and 
should also have marked on their bands 
whether rough, bath or fine quality. 

The tablecloths should have on the card 
attached to the band surrounding them 
particulars as to size and quality, which 
saves Lhe troubleeof unfolding and refold- 
ing. Servicttescan be kept in pretty ¢ol- 
ored American cloth or silk cases; or a good 
plan is to get two or three square baskets 
without covers—the size of the serviettes 
when folded—and line these prettily with 
art muslin, sewing a flap cover onto one 
side. This could be embroidered with a 
monogram. A set of such baskets, daintily 
trimmed with silk, would make a novel 
little present for a young housekeeper. On 
one end of the basket the card of contents 
should be trcked-ior instance, “Dinner, 
12:" “Breakfast, 8,” “Best dinner, 12." 
Glass, ten and kitchen cloths should be 
kept in separate heaps. 

If there is aspare shelf, the blankets out 
of use gan be stowed there. They should be 
tied in pairs and put into a large linen pil- 
lowcase, with a Jump of camphor between 
the folds. A reference to the bed to which 
they belong should be inscribed on the card 
which is sewed to the case. 

Sheets, pillowcuses, tablecloths and servi- 
ettesshouid be embroidered with initials in 
white, If the top sheet is an ornamental 
one, it looks wel] to have the owner’s mone 
gram worked in the center just below the 
hem. Towels should be doubled length- 
wise and marked in larze outline letters in

Rheumatism In Chikiren. 

Rheumatism is a vame applied to one of 
the earliest classified of ali diseases. In the 
public mind the word is connected with 
swollen and painful joints, or less frequent 
ly with pain in the muscles or sinews. 

As,our knowledge of’ rheumatism has 
broadened, we have learned to consider ii a 
disease of the system in ganefyl, resulting 
in local manifestations. 

The pain and swellingin the joints are 
due to the irritation exerted by the poison 
of the disease—which is circulating in the 
system—upon the delicate structares which 
compose the joints themselves. 

The action of this rheumatic poison is 
felt also upon other pazts of the body. Re 
curring tonsilitis is oftem the result of such 
action upon the tissues composing the ton- 
sila. Thisis frequently the case in adults; 
it is much oftener so in children. The ac- 
tion of the rheumatic pvison is less fre 
quently exerted upon the joints in children, 
£0 that rheumatism is commonly looked 
upon as a disease of adu& life. 

One symptom of the rbeumatic tempera- 
ment occurring in children is the develop- 
ment of little rounded bodies beneath the 
surface of the skin and around the joints. 

They are most common along the margins 
of the kneepan and clbow joint and along 
the backboneand collarbone. They appear 
quickly without pain, but are slow in dis- 


appearing. 

li should be understood that the growing 
pains of children are often the only evi- 
dences of arheumatictemdency. The chief 
safeguard against such atendency lies in 
giving children proper food and a suffi- 
ciency of exercise.—Youtl’s Companion.

Eeonuowlcal Tuble Supplies. 

Sight must never be lost of the impor- 
tance of a proper supply of good food. The 
young housekeeper should learn by study 
and practice how to provide her table with 
putritious and appetizing food, and yet not 
depend upen the most expensive viands in 
the market. By slow processes of cooking, 
such as stewing, braziny, etc., it is possible 
to produce palatable and uutritious food 
from the cheapest cuts of meat. If one will 
select the fisii that is abundant in that 
neighborhood where she lives, rather than 
the rarer kinds, it may with a little care 
and skill in the preparation be made to rival 
the more expensive kiucs. Green vegetables 
are never cheap when they first come nor 
when the seasen for them is nearly over, 
but when the marke! issupplied in abun- 
dance they are not only cheaper, but being 
grown nearer home are better. It will be 
best, therefore, to use these vegetables only 
when they are cheap. 

A fresh vegetable diet is not cheap ina 
large city. Still, fresh vegetables are nec- 

* essary to perfect health, end they should be 
provided for the table whenever they are in 
season and within one’s means, Macaroni, 
rice, dried beans, etc., are economical and 
nutritious. Canned corn, when of the best 
kind, is a most satisfactory vegetable. So 
are canned tomatoes, which can be served 
in soups, sauces and as a vegetable, simply 
stewed or esciiloped. Cheese, when properly 
cooked, is healthful and nutritious. Ina 
perfect Welsh rarebit, or when .toasted or 
combined with macaroni, cheese makes an 
appetizing, «holssome and economical dish, 
Tripe, kidneys, beef, lainb’s and calf’s liver 
make cheap and savory dishes. Lamb's 
liver is so little in demand that the price is 
amusingly cheap--from 5 to 10 cents fora 
liver weighing a pound or more This meat 
is almost as tender and delicate as chicken 
liver.—Maria Parion in Ladies’ Home Jour- 
ual.

Many Uses For Clean Sand. 

Good, clean sifted sand has many uses. 
If one cannot obtain that which is perfectly 
clean, ordinary sand that has been washed 
down by the roadside may be used. Throw 
a panful of this into atub and porr in wa- 
ter, stirring the sand vigorously until all of 
the muddy look is washed ont. When the 
water shows perfectly clear after being 
stirred up, the sand is clean. It may then 
be dried and put away in a bag or box for 
future use. 

Very few people are avare that flowers 
can be kept very much longer by setting 
the stems into a dish of sand. Put the 
flowers into the vase as usual, then careful- 
ly sift in sufficient sand to fill the vase near- 
ly to the top, then add water until it stands 
a very little above the topof the sand. This 
is useful in more ways than one, Very 


heavy to be out of danger of upsetting. 

One may also draw upon the sand bag for 
filling dishes in which cuttings are put to 
root. Very few cuttings would spoil if 
thrust into wet sand and kept there until 
the roots are well grown. Everybody can 
have an abundance of rooted cuttings sim- 
ply by tying a string around an ordinary 
fruit jar, filling it with sand and putting 
the cuttings into it. Hang this near the 
window and keep sufficient water in the 
vessel to make the sand wet all of the time. 
In small houses, where there is lack of 
light, half a dozen jars hung around in va- 
rious windows where the sun shines will 
insure plenty of material for putting out 
as soon as frost: is out of the ground.—New 
York Ledger.

When Childrens Swallow Objects. 

The habit little chillren have of carrying 
objects to the mouth resulta in their fre 
quently swallowing coins, tacks, slate pen- 
cils, marbles and many similar small ob- 
jects. Fortunuately, in the great majority 
of cases these objects cre passed along the 
stomach and intestinal canal without pro- 
ducing very severe disturbance. If asmooth, 
hard object like a marble has just been 
swallowed, a bland emetic, such as a tea- 
spoonful of sirup of ipecac, may be imme 
diately given. It isa bad practice, on the 
contrary, to give purgative medicines, as 
the increased action of the bowel thus in- 
duced may cause impaction of the body, or 
if it have asbarp surface an inflammation 
of the bowel. 

The plan of treatment is to administer 
plenty of food that leaves o large detritus 
in the bowel that will surround the object 
} and carry it safely out of the body without 
injury to the intestival walls. To this end 
vegetables, plenty of buked potatoes, white 
and sweet, aud stale bread and butter wiil 
prove useful. A constant oversight of the 
discharges should be maintained until the 
foreign body can be aeconnted for.—H. D. 
Chapin, M. D., in Chicago News-Record.
